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This is the text for the revolutionary and well-known Summer Greek 
Institute of Brooklyn College and the Graduate Center of The City Uni- 
versity of New Y ork, which Eustace Tilly celebrated as The Talk of the 
Town (The New Yorker. August 28, 1978). Developed for and used 
in the intensive Greck Institute, Greek: An Intensive Course has been 
equally successful when used in regularly paced courses during the con- 
ventional academic year. Like Floyd L. Moreland and Rita M. Fleischer’s 
Latin: An Intensive Course, on which it is modeled, this new text offers a 
clear and full explanation of morphology and syntax with an abundance 
of drills and exercises. The presentation of the grammar is traditional in 
its use of terminology and emphasis on memorization of morphological 
systems. Unlike other traditional books, it does not presume a previous 
knowledge of another inflected language; all the explanations necessary 
to understand Greek are contained within the book itself. 

Greek: An Intensive Course is published in a two-volume set, a Text 
divided into twenty Units and an Appendix with additional matter, mor- 
phological tables, and a summary of Greek syntax. 

By the end of the Text the student has already made the transition from 
elementary Greek to the reading of Plato. The historical perspective 
given by the Vocabulary Notes and the observations on the morphology 
contained in each Unit ensure that subsequent transition to reading 
Homeric Greek and other dialects will proceed with equal smoothness. 
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
